TANGIER. Aug. G.— French war­ 
ships have bombarded Casablanca as 
a result of Moorish tribesmen firing 
upon troops that "ere landing 
to 
protect the French consulate. 
Many 
casualties are reported and the situ­ 
ation is the gravest since the begin­ 
ning of the trouble. It is said by the 
Moors their leader has been ordered 
to surrender to the French consul 
under threat of the 
town 
being 
razed by French guns. 
The bombardment started by the 
Galilee, from the harbor. When the 
shells began 
breaking 
over 
the 
town. the Moors fell back, allowing 
the French sailors to carry 
away 
their wounded. The French cruiser 
Puehayla and the Spanish 
cruiser 
Don Al va rode Vazan then joined tho 
Galilee. 
Many dwellings were shat­

tribesmen from the outlying districts 
rushed to the city.
